In the year 1648, in hie thirty-fifth 
year, ‘he married one Mary Powell of 
Forest Hill; Oxferduhire. After living 
with him seareely one month she return- 


teave them again, He was so angry at 
thie that he determined not to recognize 
her any longer as his wife, and, to jne’’, 
ty his course before the world, he wrote 
end published. a pamphlet under the 
tittle of “The Doctrine and Dicipline of 
Divoree,” ia which he argued —contrary 
te the teaching of the Savior and the 
ryeagnized doctriae of the Church—that 
@ men might Jawfully put away his wife 
for other causes than that ofadultery. II. 
sfterwards. published a second and en- 
larged edition, and dedicated it tothe 
Parliament of England and the Assembly 
of Divines,”* that as they they were con- 
eulting about the general reformation of 
the kingdom, they might also take this 
perticnlar ease of domestic liberty into 
densideration!” As might hare been 
expected, hie book met with little favor 
ab the bands of those stern, old puritans. 
whe counseled that it should be burned, 
and the author arrested. IIe then pub- 
lished his “Expositions,” in which he en- 
deavored to prove his doetrine of divorce 


Tram the sesiptares.. This work met as 
little favor as the other. Indeed, it was 


teught doctrine of the Bille, that his 
former friends—the Presbyteriane—for- 
seok him and he became as bitterly op 

posed to them. ag he had before been 
warmly ia their favor. Failing to eon 
vince Parliament of the erthodoxy or 
hte doctrine ef Divoree, he conceived the 
idea of marrying again, and hence his 
advocacy of Polygamy.
